Senators Dawes, McPhersori and 


Beck Discuss the Tariff. 


Other Toplcg of Interest JBrought 


Up in the Senate—Morrison to Call 


Up His Tariff BUI on Satur- 


day Next. 


IN THE SENATE. 


Dec. 15.—Senator Dawes 
(Mass.) speaking OB the Merrill tariff 
resolution in ' the Senate on Monday, 
said the 
advanced 
position 
of 
the 


Secretary of the Treasury on the sub- 
ject of the 
tariff 
caused apprehen- 


sion and alarm in all the great industries 
of the land. The Secretary, he said, threw 
overboard entirely, and 
in so many 


words, aE idea of protection to Amer- 
ican industry. The Secretary would not 
remove the duties on sugar because 
they 
amounted, 
he 
said, 
to only 


ninety cents per capita, but he would 
remove the duties on wool, although they 
only amounted to eight cents per capita, and 
•n ready-made clothing, although they only 
amounted to three cents per capita. The 
proposition of removing the duty on raw 
materials did not even meet the approval 
of the manufacturers for whose benefit it 
•was suggested. The industries of the 
country looked to the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee to formulate a method of bringing 
the receipts of the Government down to 
the lines of its expenditures without im- 
pairing the development or prosperity of 
those industries or diminishing the compen- 
sation of that labor. It was for that pur- 
pose that he (Dawes) had introduced his 
resolution to that effect. 


Senator MoPherson (N. 3.) said that 


' there was but two methods of disposing of 


Sie surplus revenue. One was extravagant 
appropriations and the other was by a re- 
duction of taxation. For himself he was in 
favor of the second alternative. The Sen- 
ator from Ohio had suggested a policy by 
•which £54,000.00!) of revenue could be 
avoided 
by striking off the 
tax 
ou 


sugar, and in the same breath had 
declared that the duties on sugar and 
-wool were the or.ly protection the agricult- 
ural interests had. Senator McPherson was 
opposed to the vcnioval of the duties on 
sugar and the high ijuaiitics of wool which 
are produced in the TJnitcd States, but he 
•would remove it from tho cheap qualities 
of wool that 'arc not raised here. He 
•was a protectionist to the extent of giv- 
ing to the labov of this country all the pro- 
tection that it uceclecl to compete with for- 
eign labor. H-j was in i'avor of higher 
prices for Anijricaii labor. God forbid that 
hewould ever consent to putting American 
labor on a par with the pnxiper labor of any 
country, but he was in favor of giving tc 
labor the raw materials which would en- 
able it to compete with any country. 


Alluding to the Knights of Laboi, Sena- 


tor McPhei-son said that.that organization, 
provided it adhered to the principles on 
which it was founded, would be the long- 
esWived and have the most beneficent re- 
sults of any organization since the world be- 
gan. He was in favur of a revision of the 
tariff which would not permit 'the accuinu- 


. lation of an annual surplus of §100,000,000. 


He would apply to every industry the 
same principle thst has been applied to the 


. Paterson (N. Jf) siltt-monufacturing indus- 


try, whose raw material was admitted free 
of, duty, and who competed with the Lyons 
(France) manufacturers in 
their own 


city. Why was not the same princi- 
ple applied to the 
hatters of New 


York? If those 10,000 operatives 
had 
their raw material free they would flood 
the world with cheap bats. That was the 
Democratic policy, the American policy— 
the pocicy which he wanted to see ingraft- 
ed in. the next Tariff bill. He was opposed 
to the starving of these 10,000 hat opera- 
tives in SewYerlc in order to support fifty 
muskrat trappers on the shores of the 
Hackensack river. 


Senator Morjlll (Vt.) moved the refer- 


ence of his resolution to the Committee on 
finance. 


Senator Beck (Ky.) opposed such refer- 


ence and suggested that the members of 
tbe House should be urged to pass some 
tariff measure so as to bring the ques- 
tion 
before the Senate in some prac 


tictd manner, and -thus 
open 
the 


doom fairly to debata ' He was not 
wedded to any scheme. He wanted taxes 
reduced. The men who owned manufac-

How tlie Coal Monopolist*, readied with 


the Railroad*, Fimatratect a Pet Scheme 
of Chicago Knight* of Labor. 
CHICAGO, Dec. ir>.—While tho coal barons 


have been exhausting every possible device 
to extort oppressive high prices from coal 
consumers, the Knights of Labor have 
taken measures which, if successful, would 
thwart the rapacity cf ths mine-owners. 
Agents of the order have circulate:! 
a paper among the 
commercial 
and 


manufacturing 
man 
of 
the 
city by 


the 
terms of 
which 
the 
signers 


agree to buy coal of the Knights, provided 
the latter should furnish the same at rates 
which are put at 81.03 to £1.50 per ton un- 
der those made by the coal ring. 
This 


document has been signed by about 60(1 of 
the leading consumers of the city. The 
Knights and laboring people would also 
be customers. The plan of the Knights 
has been to work co-operative mines at 
Cannelburg, Daviess - County, Ind., and in 
St. Glair County in this State. The shafts 
at Cannelburg were sunk last year at a 
cost of ¥30,000, borne by the General Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Knights, and tracks 
were laid connecting the mines with the 
Ohio & Mississippi railroad. The co-oper- 
ative mines in St. Clair County lie along 
the Illinois Central railroad. The capaci ty 
of these mines is estimated at 30,000 tons 
per day. It was the intention to market 
this capacity, or a part of it, .in Chicago at 
prices as above. 


An office was arranged for on La Salle 


street, and the first consignment of coal 
was to have arrived on the first of the 
month. The Ohio & Mississippi road, which 
is also a miner of coal in connection with 
the firm of Cabel, Wilson & Co., at Wash- 
ington, Ind., and independently at several 
points in Western Illinois, refused to carry 
more than one ear-load of coal per day for 
the Knights. The Illinois Central refused 
to carry any coal for the order, although 
an advance of five per cent over regular 
rates was pffered. The management of 
the road was. it is said, 
appealed 


to by a committee headed by Mr. Bert Stew- 
art, of the State Executive Board and an 
editor of the Knights of Labor, but without 
result. The committee then asked that the 
Attorney-General of the State institute 
proceedings against the last-named road 
for forfeiture of ite charter. This, it is 
said, he declined to do, but told the com- 
mittee that it might do so on its own ac- 
count if it so desired, but that he did not 
believe that they would succeed. 


For three days the State Executive Board 


of the Knights of Labor has been in sessk-n 
at the Gault House, and h is given much 
time to the consideration of the propriety 
of taking action to compel the roads to car- 
ry their coaL Evidence is being collected 
by a special committee concerning a con- 
spiracy which is said to exist between the 
banks, railroads and coal operators.

CCI.LOM'S OPIKIOX. 


WASHIN-GTOX, Dec. IS.—The attention of 


Senator Cullora was ou Monday directed to 
the criticisms from the different railway 
managers and pool commissioners upon 
the compromise measure agreed upon by 
the conference committee upon the Inter- 
State Coinmerca bill The Senator said: "I 
am anxious that the bill now before the 
conference commit tee, whictt has been 
agreed to except in a, few particulars, shall 
become a law. I know that some men are 
alarme-1 unless the short-haul provision, 
as agreed upon, 
may prove injuri- 


ous to the commerce of the country." 
He 
did not 
think 
the 
provision 


would interfere with Western interests. 
Hailroads are now claiming that they do 
not charge more for the shorter than they 
do for the longer distances on the same 
line and in the same direction, except in 
very rare cases. In 
such exceptional 
cases the commission can, under the 
provisions of the 
bill as it 
stands, 


suspend 
the 
operation 
of .the law 


if it is found necessary. 
But he did 


not apprehend that there would be any 
trouble on that score. He did not wish to 
be understood as saying that he farored 
any provision that requires the observance 
of the principle in all cases, because ho was 
satisfied tliat sometimes the road could not 
observe the general rule without doing both 
themselves and the public injustice. With 
regard to the provision prohibiting pooling 
the Senator said : 
" The people do not believe in tae system o( 


pooling adopted by ihe railroads. I have not 
myself favored the immediate prohibition or 
pooling. ;is I was willing to first give time and 
opportunity to the commission to investigate 
the nece'-s.ty of legislation and report to Con- 
gress. 
It 
may lie that such a courjfe 


woulil be wiser now. but 
it 
is impor- 


tant that we pass a bill, and, in order to rlo 
so. concessions must he made. Thj Su- 
preme 
Court 
has 
decided 
that 
the 


responsibility is with Congress. By tho bill as 
it stands the commission is charged with the 
duty of recommending to Congress swell legisla- 
tion as it may deem necessary, and if it shall turn 
out that pooling ought to-be allowed under the 
system of regulation proposed the commission 
can so report and Congress can amend the law. 
The publicity of rates, as required by the bill, will 
tend to make them more staple, which is the 
main object of pooling as now practiced by the 
railroads. If the bill passes there will be a lit- 
tle flurry for a time, but those who seen? 
alarmed now will and that the railroads will 
adjust themselves TO the new system and busi- 
ness will go on without so much unjust discrim- 
inations to the rights of persons and place-;.'' 


CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—The presidents and 


general mui-n^urs of tho various roads in 
this city widely differ in their opinions re- 
garding the ne\v Inter-State Commerce bill 
agreed upon by the Senate and House 
conference committees. The Eastern man- 
agers are outspoken in their opposition to 
the 
new la\v, and declare 
that 
its 


adoption 
will 
bring 
utter 
ruin 


upon the railroad interests in this coun- 
try. They claim that the existing rail- 
road pools ara the simplest anil most 
practical means by which unjust discrim- 
ination can be prevented. If tho proposi- 
tion to make the change for the short haul 
the same as the long prevails it will revo- 
lutionize the traffic of the country, as it 
would stop the competition between the 
railroads and the waterways. The shorter 
1 noswji.il.'. obtain tho business and have 
the effect of increasing through rates. 
They 
think that the only thing 
re- 


quired ' to solve the railroad prob- 
lem is to pass a law legalizing the railwaj- 
pools and enforce the maintenance of the 
tariffs established by the pools. The West- 
ern managers, whose lines have been suf- 
fering severely from Granger legislation, 
and consequently have not been able to car- 
ry out the discriminating and unjust meas- 
ures practiced by the Eastern lines, are 
more conservative in their views and are in 
clined to look more favorably upon the 
proposed legislation, thinking that a fair 
and reasonable inter-State law will pre- 
vent more onerous State legislation, thi 
only unqualified exception they take to toj 
proposed law is the, provision making the 
charge per mile for short hauls the sain j 
as Lfor 
the 
long. 
They 'think 
tha 


adoption of this provision of the pro- 
posed bill would inflict great injury upon 
all lines, UK it would enable waterways to 
monopolize the business. 
They think if 


Congress would leave out this provision 
aad give the rest of the conference bill a 
fair trial it might result la doing away 
with most of the evils now complained of 
and enable the railroads to maintain fair 
and reasonable rates and avoid the necessi- 
ty of maintaining pools and effecting com- 
binations for mutual protection.
